title, "Has the World Enough to Live 
Upon Until the Next Harvest?" 


Tho report took into consideration 


five unfavorable factors, the failure of 
tho northern hemisphere harvests of 
the year ending July 21 and particu- 
larly those of Canada and the United 
States; the unreleased crops of Russia 
owing to tho continued closing of the 
Dardanelles; the extra and unusual 
consumption of food by tho armies; 
tho increased difiiculty of transporting 
crops: and the fact that normally the 
world's food 
consumption increases 


year by year, partly due to poxiula'tior: 
increases, and whereby a crop which 
does no more than attain to an ante- 
cedent average is actually an insuffi- 
cient one. - 


The general conclusion of the re- 


port, while not favorable, 
indicates 


that if every nation, irrespective of 
those at war, exercises close economy 
there may be a narrow margin of sur- 
plus food left at the beginning of the 
next harvest year. 
It is also made 


clear that should,the next harvest be 
no better than the present, tho situa- 
tion TV 111 be serious. 


The report states: "It is clear that 


no one can estimate with any precision 
what may be the actual consumption 
of tho world during the period 
ing us from the next harvest." How- 
ever, it places the 
consumption 
of 


wheat in the northern hemisphere 
countries 
at 
2,337,500,000 
bushels, 


adds to this the consumption of the 
southern hemisphere countries, and 
arrives at the total 
estimated con- 


sumption 
of 
3,830,6-18,364 
bushels. 


Taking into-nccount all existing wheat, 
given this consumption figure, tlio re- 
port finds that the wheat surplus by 
July next will bo but 4B,281,609 bush- 
els, 
and that this surplus will exist bo- 


cause of the preceding abundant har- 
vest whereby 345,385,140 bushels of 
stored wheat were available to add to 
this year's consumption. This year's 
total wheat crop is therefore but 3,- 
401,2i)3,224 bushels, as compared to 
•I,Oi!2.567,000 bushels last year. 


Tho report estimates the stores of 


Russian wheat so far available for 
military reasons at a total of 303,580,- 
000 bushels. If this wheat Is released 
at any time within the next calendar 
year, the food situation will be made 
easier, though not if the next harvest 
fails."

Entente Aviators Superior to 


Slower Moving German* 


THRILLJNCBATTLES 


Nervy Pilots Fight Thousands of 


Feet Above Earth in Sight 


of Both Annies 


With the British Armies In France,, 


Dec. 24, via London.—From a staff 
correspondent of tho Associated Press. 
—A day of sunshine—a rarity in De- 
cember on tho British front—recently 
caused a temporary revival of activity 
among; aviators presenting a spectacle 
which a few years ago could have lived 
only In imagination. 


Out of tho distance there came earlj 


In the day a series of black specks 
which gradually grew until they took 
the form of German airplanes. British 
guns were ready and British airplanes 
were already climbing above the ruin* 
of the shell torn Flemish town to chal- 
lenge the invaders, as their approach 
had been signalled. 


Whilo the German machines wera 


still over their own lines the British 
anti-aircraft cannon, known as "Arch- 
ies" began to speak. There was a 
sharp, angry crack. A moment later 
a shell burst into a white puff ball just 
in the path of the oncoming airplanes. 
At first, the white fleck of powder 
smoke seemed no larger than a pin 
head, but it soon spread until it ap- 
peared as an exaggerated toy balloon 
and floated as lazily against the sky. 
Then there was another puff a.nd then 
another until It seemed that half a 
hundred "Archies" must be going and 
the sky became a. network of white 
smoke balls, each one marking-a spot 
where a breaking shell had showered 
its leaden bullets upon the fast travel- 
ing Germans. 


Up and up, through the danger zon« 


of their own guns, tho British aviator* 
climbed eagerly 
to the fight. Soon 


between the scarcely perceptible in- 
terval" of the "Archies" fire came th< 
staccato notes of the machine gtina 
The British airmen had opened fir* 
before reaching the level of their ad- 
versaries. 


Now the British machines began to 


close in from various directions and 
tho Invaders 
turned 
suddenly and 


started for 
their own lines. Their 


precipitate retreat was marked..by the 
same trail of shell fire as had been 
their approach. Tho British aviators 
pursued but having in this Instance 
the distinct advantage of height and 
a diving start for home, tho German? 
temporarily got away. 


This was the first phase of the day'x 


battles In the air—a prelude to latez 
fighting when two German machines 
came crashing to earth in spinning 
nose dives. 


Most of the fighting' aviators en- 


deavor to "get on the other fellow's 
tail." It means a position above and 
slightly behind the adversary where 
one can fire down Into him.
